Despite growing population, program, fewer opportunities await grads

TWIN FALLS - When Rhonda Miller en- 
tered the nursing program at the College of 
Southern Idaho she thought she "would have 
plenty of jobs to choose from after gradua- 
tion. 

' But she said last week she entered a 
shrinldng local job market for nurses. 

“We heard it was bad out there. 1 guess I 
was expecting a few more jobs. I wanted to 
work in Jerome but they weren't hirjng,** said 
Miller, a 29-ycar:old mother of two from 
Wendell., 

During her training, she got experience at 
the West Magic Care Center in Twin Falls. 
She found she liked caring for older people 
and got a job there, where she said she's very 
happy. 

Miller is like many of the students of 
Karine Siplon, chairwoman of CSl's nuraing 
deportment. Siplon is leaving after IS years 
of running the program and leaving it with 
some problems. . 

. Siplon and her staff have built up the pro- 
gram into a highly respected program that 
has roughly doubled in size and attracts 
growing numbers of student applicants.. 

The problem is the program has bdeome so 
popular it now has a one-year waiting list to 
get in. And despite a growing populqiion 
there are fewer jobs for the growing number 
of students. 

"This is the first time in eight years eveo"- 
body in the graduating class didn't have four 
or five job oflers,'' Siplon said.

And they pair, 
up into groups very nicely,” Siplon 
said. 

Condi Lange, a 25-ycar-old married 
mother of two in Burley, said she 
chose CSI because it’s a lough pro- 
gram with a good track record of get- 
ting students jobs. Afier graduating last 
week she is now working at Cassia 
Memorial Ho^itoJ. 

Rhonda Miller said the diversified 
backgrounds of the CSI instructors 
.helped train her for caring for elderly 
people, a field she didn’t intend to go 
into but a field she’s found is growing 
locally. 

“When Karine leaves I think the 
program is going to suffer, hopefully 
not too much," Miller said. 

Despite attempts by the CSI 
Trustees and administration to keep 
her, Siplon leaves next month to be- 
come dean of health programs at Cen- 
tral Rorida Community College.

Perry says North Korea hasn’t 
begun diverting h^ 


Genetically altered tomato debuts^ 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
International inspectors found that 
' North Korea hasn’t begun to divert 
fuel from a nuclear reactor that could 
be used to produce plutonium, a key 
ingredient in nuclear bombs, Defense 
St^lary William Perry says. 

The North Koreans have allowed 
U.N. inspectors to verify that no such 
diversion had taken place, officials 
said. 

However, Perry stressed Friday Uiat 
inspectors from, the International 
Atomic Energy Agency, an arm of the 
United Nations, must be pctTniltcd to 
conduct a technical analysis of the 
fuel rods removed from the reactor. 
Otherwise, it cannot be deicnnincd for 
certain that fuel was not diverted in 
the past. 

Tlte IAEA also wants North Korea 
to commit Itself to allowing the 
inspectors to monitor the rest of the 
fuel removal process, which apparent- 
ly began lost weekend and is expected 
to lost two mpre months. 

North Korea today defended its 
decision to begin repiscemenC of the 
iuel rods and brushed ofl* criticism of 
the move from the United States and 
the IAEA. 

The oUicim Rodong Sinmun news- 
paper, in a dispatch monitored in 
Tokyo, called the refueling “an 
- inevitable consequence of the breakup 
of the DPRK (North Korca)-U.S. tails 
by the United States and nobody can 
decry it in view of technical safety." 


Pyongyang also' took a swipe at the 
IAEA, saying it declined to send 
inspectors, to the initial refueling 
because of North Korea's refusal to 
allow them to keep some of the' 
replaced fuel rods. 

It called the nuclear agency’s subse- 
quent criticism of the refueling "a 
mean, con.sciencclc.s.s act unbecoming 
to an intcmalional organization.” 

Robert Gallucci, an assistanjt secre- 
tary of slate dealing with the adminis- 
tration's Korea policy, said that if the 
IAEA's demands were met, the 
United Slates would be ready (q begin 
a new round of high-level talks with 
North Korea. 

And The New York Times reported 
today that the Clinton. odmlnisiration 
has, in foci, decided to resume the 
talks, which the United States broke 
off lost year because of the communist 
North’s refusal to permit nuclear 
inspections. 

The newspaper, citing-unidentified 
administration officials, reported that 
the decision was reached Friday alter- 
noon at a White Hou.se meeting of top 
administration ofllcialB. The Time.s 
quoted one official as saying the deci- 
sion was based on the IAEA's report' 
that North Korea had not diverted any 
of the fuel. 

U.S. officials declined to say what 
proportion of the reactor's fuel rod.s 
have been removed. 

Perry told Pentagon reporters that 
even though North Korea began 


removing the fuel rods over the objec- 
tions of the IAEA, that “docs not 
mean that the spent fuel is being 
diverted for weapons purposes." 

"The IAEA, in fact, has told us (hat 
it is confident that (here has been no 
diversion ‘of the fuel that has just been 
discharged,'' Perry told reporters. 

Gallucci said at the Stale 
Department that. IAEA inspectors 
have been allowed to watch the 
. removal of some fuel rods at the reac- 
tor this week and observe and count 
them in a storage pond where they arc 
cooling. 

1( is clear that no rods have been 
diverted so far, Gallucci said. 

It. remains to be resolved whether 
North Korea will. meet the IAEA’s 
demand thoi it work out an agreement 
for monitoring the remainder of the 
fuel xemoval, Gallucci said. The 
agency on Thursday proposed to 
North Korea that it either hall the fuel 
dlscharge now, until an agreement is 
worketfoul, or quickly accept lA^ 
monitoring of the rest of the dis- 
charge. 

North Korea contends its nuclear 
program is strictly non-military. 

In. a statement released ' late 
Thursday at its headquarters in 
Vienna, the IAEA said North Korea, . 
by beginning the fuel discharge with- 
out having adequate inspectors pre^ 
sent, had committed a "serious viola- 
tion” of its international atomic cner- ' 
gy agreements. - -

That means growers can leave the 
fruit on the vine longer' and allow it to develop u 
more flavorful taste before picking it and shipping it 
cros.s-country. 

Critic.s worry that genetically altered foods could 
produce proteins lltat set off reactions for people 
with rare allergies. For cxanipic. someone allergic to 
fish may not know if a tomato has been altered with 
a fish gene. Altered crops also could create new 
traits harmful to the environment, they argue. 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture two years ago 
ruled the plant poses no risk to the environment and 
Calgene Fresh Inc. .said its tomato uses plant genes 
already widely found in the food. • 

Calgcnc said it spent eight years and S20 million' 
creating the tomato — which the company duhbed 
Flavr-Savr — and voluntarily sought FDA approval 
to bolster consumer confidence.

WASHINGTON — The U.S. Air 
Force Academy has lost 25 percent 
of Ihc freshmen women in two of its ' 
last three classes, an attrition rale at 
least double that .of Annapolis and 
West Point. 

, Academy officials arc uncertain 
whether there is any link between 
the high dropout rate and the wide- 
spread complaints of sexual harass- 
ment that have recently swirled 
around the school in Colorado 
Springs, Col. 

However, Gen. Bradley C. 
Hosmer, the academy's supcrinicn-, 
dent, told the school's board of visi- 
tore at the group’s annual meeting in 
Washington last week that female 
cadets may be leaving the school at 
higher rates due to the “prcs-surcs 
and tensions” of integrating women 
into a traditionally male environ- 
ment. 

The superintendent told the board 
— - made up of 15 , presidential and 
congressional appointees — that his 
staff would try to come up with a 
more detailed explanation. 

“There mljsl be some reason. We 
have to look into it more." said one 

- • board member. Rep. Norman Dicks. 
15-Wash., who last week was told of 
the attrition rates by Tlic Baltimore 
Sun. ‘Tm not satisfied with 25 per- 
cent.” 

As a result of cadet losses. ‘the 
academy will bring in one of its 
largest freshman classes in recent 
memory, some 1,400 cadets, with 
15 percent to 16 percent women. 
The school generally has a freshman 
class of 1200 with 12 percent to 14 
percent women, said academy offi- 
. ciols. 

Women make up about 13 percent 
of the estimated 4,OO0 cadets at Air 
Force, roughly the same numbers as 
the U.S. Military Academy and the 
U.S. Naval Academy. All three 
schools started accepting women in_ 
-1976; 

But recently Ihc similarities in 
numbers of women among Air 
Force and the other schools has 
ended. 

This school year, 46 women 
resigned from Air Force's freshman 
class, 24.9 percent of the class. At 
the same time, only 18 women or 13 
percent of those ueshmen dropped 
out of the U.S. Military Academy 
and 20 or 12 percent of freshmen 
women left the Naval Academy. . 

Last year. West Point and 
Annapolis had higher rates of attri- 
tion for women than the Air For« 
Academy. But two years ago. Air 
Force again had 25 percent, double 
the rate at Annapolis and triple that 
of West Point 

The issue of sexual harassment 
surfaced in February 1993 when a 
freshman woman was sexually 
assaulted by three young men out- 
side the school’s gymnasium. The 
case has not been solved. 

Shortly after the attack, Hosmer 

- called all the women cadets togeth- 

er. Removing his insignia of rank, 
he asked the women to be candid 
about sexual harassment. For sever- 
al hours, the women told of inci- 
dents that ranged from off-color 
remarks to being fondled by male 
cadets. ,

' SECAUCUS, N.J. (AP) ^ 
The NBA Draft Lottery was 
supposed to help the weak 
teams get stronger while-taking 
away a ny suggestion that som e- ■ 
one might lose intentionally to 
get the highest draft pick. 

But when fair to good teams 
like Seattle, Charlotte and Or- 
lando got lucky in the lottery, 
the NBA decided to take steps - 
to stack the deck even further 
in favor of the perennially bad 
and unlucky teams, like the 
Dallas Mavericks. 

Today, the Mavericks — 
who just completed the worst 
~ back-to-back seasons in NBA 
history with a combined 24 vic- 
tories — make their fourth 
straight appearance in the lot- 
tery and sixth since it began in 
1985. They’re still in search of 
a pick higher than fourth. 

The new lottery formula 
gives the team with the worst 
record — the Mavericks — _a... 
25-percent. chapee {250 of' 
1,000 ping-pong balls) of draft- 
. ing first and nearly a 47-percent 
cimee of going second. It used 
to be a I6.67-pcrcent shot at 
No. 1 and less than 33 percent 

for No. 2. ~ 

"The odds ore more in our fa- 
vor than lost year, so that's an 
improvement,” Mavs player 
personnel director Keith Grant 
said. "But the lottery is still a 
lottery. Everybody still has a 
chance. You just try to keep on 
even keel about it and hope for 
the best.” 

For the' second time, the lotr 
tery will be held at the NBC- 
NBA studios in Sccaucus, with 
the results to be revealed at

Transplants arc the preferred ftirm 
of recovery from permanent kidney 
failure, but there is "a critical short- 
age” of donors, said Lisa Gillikin, a 
researcher at the United States Renal 
Oata System in Michigan. 

• -About 186,397 people In the na- 
tion suffer from permanent kidney 
failure, but only 50.427 of them re- 
ceive donated organs, according to 
Gillikin's statistics for'Dcc. 31, 1991.

In 
early March she and another sister 
iixik tests to find out if cither of them 
matched Sturgill's blood type. 

One week later, hospital tramsplani 
officials found that Eckley had type 
0-positivc blood - the same as 
Siiirgill.

Eckley soys she keeps healthy by 
drinking u lot of water, and conlinuc.s to 
go to work regularly.

Eckley remembers when Sturgill,

Government radio said four peo- 
ple were killed Friday in Bugojno, 
but U.N. observers could confirm 
only 10 wounded, it said- ihe Serbs 
conlinued'to shell Bugojno and 
other government-held towns

Bosnian Serb forces, for their part, 
.said Muslims had shelled Doboj and 
Breko in northern Bo.snia.

Fighting northeast of Sarajevo 
cased Friday after recent gains by 
government troops pushing for terri-.

West One plans branch 
banking in Albertson’s 
begirming this suininer

TWIN FALLS - West One Bank will in- 
smll mini-bank branches in Albertson’s gro- 
cery stores this summer, although Magic 
Valley shoppers will have to wait a while. 

Last week. West One announced plans to 
put in bank branches this year in two Albert- 
son’s in the Treasure Valley. 

Most West One store branches will go in 
next year, said Doug Wright, a Twin Falls 
native who is West One’s vice president for 
supermarket banking. 

“We don’t have anything committed at 
this time, but we have looked at sites in the 
Mogic Valley,” Wright said. 

Last week's agreement amounted to a 
joint venture between Idaho’s largest bank 
•and Idaho largest grocery store chain. 

The West One branches will only have 
; about 400 square feet of space but will in- 
clude four teller windows, an automated 
teller machine and an office for a manager 
who con help customers with loons, certifi- 
cates of deposit, individual retirement ac- 
counts or safe deposit boxes. 

The branches will also include *a “peak- 
time teller" line, which Wright said will 
work like the nearby express lines for peo- 
ple with only a few groceries. The peak- 
time teller will handle only quick transac- 
tions like check cashing or deposits. 

In-store banking is foreign to Idaho. But 
the practice began in 1985 and last year 
there were 1,938 bank branches in super- 
markets across the country. 

Boise-bosed Albertson's has already been 
experimenting with bringing banks into 20 
of its supermarkets in the South, mostly in 
Louisiana. 

"It’s certainly a convenience for the cus- 
tomers we've alrudy got," said Albertson’s 
spokesman Mike Read. "I don't know If it 
will bring in more customers." 

. And while supermarket banking is new to 
. Boise-based West One, it's a conceal that 
Chief Executive Offleer Don Nelson is em- ^ 
bracing. 

Nelson said branch construction costs ore 
low in the supermarkets and the in-store 
branch poys for itself within two years while 
a stand-alone branch takes five years. 

Also, the in-store branches benefti from 
larger customer trafllc in the supermarkets, 
which means broader exposure in their com- 
munities, Nelson said. And in-store branch- 
'es attract banking customers from a 5- to 
15-mile radius, compared to a 2-mile radius., 
for traditional banks' locations.

That’s been grow- 
ing steadily since April 1991. 

No, it seems that small-business 
owners are casting a wary eye on the 
powers-that-be iri Washington, 
according to a new study. 

The National Federation of 
Independent Business, a Washington- 
based group that studies small-busi- 
aess trends, found more small firms 
expect the economy to "fade” by 


midyear than expect it to grow. One 
reason small businesses are less opti- 
mistic about the economy, the study 
-found, -ii-lhatlhcyare-akeptical-aboul- 
President Clinton and other federal 
policymakers. 

“They continue to be very unhappy 
about the economic policies they see 
being promulgated by Congress and 
the president,” said William C. 
Dunkelberg, the study’s co-aulhor 
and the dean ofTcmple University's 
Business school.

Quadriplegic Beck’s back on the slopes

TWIN FALLS - Mark Beck went skiing 
lost year. 


That may not sound like a big deal - but it 
is. Beck broke his neck in a ski accident in 
February 1990. Since then, he’s been a 
quadriplegic. 

But nothing keeps Beck sidelined for long 
Even before he completed his initial four- 
month stay in the hospital, he was already 
dreaming about hitting the slopes. 

“It was great - the some feeling going down 
the hill," Beck said of his recent outing at Sol- 
dier Mountain, where he used a bi-ski. “1 have 
a video of it" 

■ Mountains aren’t the only heights Beck is 
scaling these days. This month, he received the 
first copy of the 700-pogc textbook he's been 
writing for the past four years. It's tilled "The- 
ory and Pn^ce of Therapeutic Massage," and 
it’s been named one of the moin reference 
texts for the profession’s National Certifica- 
tion Exam. 

Published by Milady of New York, the book 
is a complete rewrite of a volume for which 
Beck served os consultant in 1988. 

Last month, when Beck received ’Theory 
and Practice,” red hot off the presses, he expe- 
riimeed a sense of elation that he described os 
unbelievable. 

He said, "It made me feel like a grandpa," 
which, in fact, he became a year ago when his 
oldest daughter, a nursing student in Seattle, 
gave birth.

WASHINGTON — When it 
comes to drinking alcohol, the gen- 
der gap may be at Its widest. 

According to researchers, men 
and women shouldn’t be compared 
when looking at the health risks of 
alcoholic beverages. 

While men generally consume 
more alcohol than women, emerging 
research shows that women are suf- 
fering far greater consequences from 
drinking. 

Decades of surveys have shown 
that male alcoholics outnumber 
female alcoholics by about 3-1. And 
many more men than women under- 
go treatment for problem-drinking. 
Based on these facts, both media 
images and scientific studies of 
problem-drinking have tended to 
focus on men. 

Thai is changing, however, as 
new studies raise a plethora of 
issues speciHc to women, accord- 
ing- to several researchers attend- 
ing: a three-day Aihcrican . 
Psychological Association meet- 
ing on women's health, which 
ended Saturday. 

"We have paid way too little .

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How parents can cope with t|ie age of independence 


It was just anbiller quiet morning 

aroxind-ti^ohnson-householdT— ^ —

The trail led to the bathroom — 
and the scene of the crime. The 

potiy-tmincd toddler had committed 

a boo-boo, and the wily munchkin 
-was busy erasing evidence. Too late. 
Dionc was busted. 

Dione had soiled her pants and 
was trying to change her clothes hcr- 
.sclf. A chuckling Johnson, 27, 
recalled: "She messed around and 
got it on her hands and the toilet seal 
and left fingerprints on the sink.” 

Prcschoblers often insist on 
accomplishing.tasks-alonc,-but this 
independent spirit can be frustrating 
both for the child, who'sc-skills may 
trail his desire, and for the 'parent, 
who often must balance a desire to 
help the struggling child against the 
knowledge that children learn by 
• doing. 

It’s often a mixed 'blessing the 
first time a child rebuffs Mommy or 
Daddy’s helping hand with a deter- 
mined “1 do it!” ' ‘ 

For parents, it's a sign the cl^ld is 
comfortably cruising down the 
developmental path. Can self- 
reliance be far away? But it also 
poses problems for parents: Many 
can't sit idly by watchmg their child 
struggle to crawl into a pair of pants- 
or say no when the tyke wants to 
. help tidy the houM. 

Azat’s a parent to do? 

..“It’s really important for kfds 
when they start to be independent to 
give them a chance to practice skills, 
but only to the point of frustration,” 
said Patricia Clark, a Winter Park 
child and family therapist.

adamant about doing it all by them- 
selves — no matter how long It 
takes. 

Of course, for families with two- 
working parbnis, time is in short 
supply. So even if a child is able to 
passably dress himself or shovel 
food into his mouth. . parents. often . 
help in the interest of lime. 

Helping occasionally is OK, bui 
iomc child development experts say . 
constantly helping the child to save 
lime now can backfire in the long 
run by retarding the child’s develop- 
ment. 

Preschoolers "Icam the basic skills 
through trial and error and then 
refine those skills," said Anne 
Diebel, a Maitland, Fla., child and 
family therapist,' so “if you do that 
every single time, you’re going to 
handicap the child and you're going 
40 send messages to the child that 
'you need my help.’” 

That can lead to a youngster who 
. always looks to Mommy and Daddy 
'^for a helping hand, experts say. 

“But you have to be practical 
about it,” added Diebel. As long os 
the task has no safety concerns or 
isn’t more than the child can handle, 
"allow your child to do things for 
himself.” 

Debbie and Kevin Yost of

Researchers find scientists nerds live Idhger

If it were a movie, it. would 
probably be called "Nerds: The* 
Ultimate Revenge.” 

A new study spanning nearly 70 
years suggests that, all else being 
. equal! scientists live longer than 
non-scientists. 

• The anachronistic image of 
socially impaired, slide-rule-lol- 
ittg chess masters has plagued 
legions of*Scientists, but tnelr ten- 
dency to be less gregarious than 
others may give them the last 
l^ugh, says University ^ of 

Howard Friedman. — 

* "The findings do bode welL for 
.attracting the brightest scholars 
into science,” says the Harvard- 
educated psychologist. 

“We don’t have scientific proof 
yet,” he says, “but what this 
(study) may mean is that scientists 
have less stress. Perhaps they 
have found the right career niche 
for their interests and personali- 
ties.” 

Until now, sociability has been 
naturally associated with long and 
healthy lives. 

“There has been a great deal of 
speculation and some evidence to 
predict that sociable people 
should live longer,” Friedman 
says. “And at first, it looked like 
that would be the outcome here. 
Happily for scientists, wc found 
just the opposite." 

According to Friedman’s .study, 
non-scientists arc 26 percent more 
likely io die at any given age than 
scicniists.th a sample of 600 men , 
born arourfd 1912, Friedman’s 
group found that only 67. percent^ 
of non-scientists were sfill alive 
by age. 70, compared ,to 72 percent/ 
of the scientists. 

, 'With funding from Ihc National 
Institute on Aging, Friedman 
tracked the lives and .deaths — 
of a group of California young- 
ster first identified as gifted in 
1922. That is the ycor legendary 
Stanford University psychologist

Lewis Terman began his seminal 
behavior study of 1,528 children 
in Los Angeles and San Francisco 
public schools. 

Terman originally set out to 
answer the question “Are scien- 
tists different?" But, according to 
Friedman. Terman was never 
interested in the differences in 
their longevity. 

“He wanted to see if bright peo- 
ple lurned'oui to be nerdy and 
sickly," Friedman says. "There 
was a stereotype at (he turn of the 
century that bright kids -were 
weird, and Terman wonted to sec 

ed and successful.” . 

Troubled by the hunt for 
Communist sympathizers among 
American intellectuals, Terman 
returned to the study in the 19S0s 
In hopes of explaining the grow- 
ing friction between non-.scientists 
— specifically politicians and 
lawyers — and scientists. 

Terman questioned 284 of the 
children who had grown up to be 
scientists and queried another 326 
who did not. (All of the subjects 
in the second survey were white 
malcs; vcry few girls. or ethnic 


minorities became scientists in 
those days.) 

Terman discovered two trends 
among the groups. First, and pre- 
dictably. he found that the scran- 
lists were more 'interested in sci- 
ence than those who went on to 
become businessmen or lawyers. 
Second, the scientists — both as 
children and adults — rated them- 
selves and were rated by others as 
less sociable than most. - , 

Using death certificates and 
interviews 'with survivors, 
Friedman’s team was able to find 
but what happened to nearly all of 
■^T-erman^-subjecis -— - — ■ 

. Looking at c.au.scs.of death, as 
well as health-related behaviors, 
the Riverside research team found 
that even early predictors of 
longevity seemed not to apply to 
scientists. 

In addition to Friedman, the 
team includes a biosiatisticlan. 
epidemiologist, developmental 
psychologist, a pair of health psy- 
chologists and a physician. 

“Wc know that people .who live 
longer arc not excessive, drinkers 
or smokct.s. But even this seems 
not-to be trutwith-lhc scientists. 


whose lives wc .studied,*’ says 
Friedman, who also found no dif- 
ference in the death rates of obese 
scientists vs. obese non-scientists. 

“I can only speculate wildly on 
what all this means." Friedman 
says. “Oearly, wc need to go back 
again to the sample and look nl 
marriage patterns, hobbies, every- 
thing about (he way these people 
lived their lives."

Why do blackbirds fly west In the 
morning and east in the evenIngP 
—Jim Kidd, Springfield, III. 
They’re commuting to and from work. 

In North America, there are several 
species that we loosely call blackbirds 
(because of their color), and they be- 
have like many other types of birds. That 
is, a blackbird will wake up in the morn- 
ing. scramble out of its nest to avoid be- 
ing late and then heed for a local gath- 
ering point, where it meets with other 
•blackbirds to form a group.-Thisgrouprr- 
in mm, flies to another gathering point, ' 
where it meets with other groups of 
blackbirds and forms a still larger mup. 
Eventually, they all assemble and head 
out together to spend the day acting like 
blackbirds — which includes finding 
food and annoying people who happen 
to walk undemearn them at certain un- 
fortunate moments.

Drunk-Driving Deaths 

D runk driving-is-still a 

major problem, but there 
is some good news in a 
recent study by the Insurance 
Institute for Highway Safety. 

In tho U.S., 49% of the drivers 
tested for alcohol after fatal 
accidents in 1982 were found to 
be legally drunk. By 1992; that 
munber bod dropp^ to 38%. 

in Atistralia, 44% of those 
involved in fatal car crashes in 
1981 had blood-alcohol 
concentrations, higher than the 
legal limit. Izi-1992, that figure

nel clouds to stay outside the danger area; 

Around the country, the National Weather Service 
has trained tornado spotters — amateurs who serve as 
an early-warning line. They are taught to look for a 
“wall cloud;” a low-hanging cloud mass often a mile 
wide, with rotation at its base. If a spotter calls in a 
report of a wall cloud. Weather Service meteorolo- 
gists evaluate conditions and decide whether to is- 
-sue an-official-tomado-wamingr-^^Ve-can-issue-a- 
warning 20 minutes before n tornado,” said Bluestein. 

This year, SO dentists from the National Severe - 
Storms laboratory, the University of Oklahoma 
and several other institutions will begin a two-year 
project called Vortex that will deploy new light- 
weight. durable instrument pods in the paths of 
storms, hoping at lost to measure what goes on in- 
side them.
